THE CONSOLIDATION ISSUE 
IS NOW SQUARELY DRAWN 
| $he meeting of Albany citizens, re­ 
cently held at the rooms of the Board 
of Commerce, when probably 150 per­ 
sons elected to constitute themselves 
representatives of “ninety per cent” 
of the qualified voters of this city, 
did much to clarify the situation as 
regards consolidation, for the meeting 
went on record as opposing consoli­ 
dation in any form. 
In proof of this assertion, should it 
be disputed, the Daily quotes two par­ 
agraphs of the resolutions drawn and 
adopted, as vouched for by the pub­ 
licity committee of the citizen’s meet­ 
ing. 
These two paragraphs follow: 
i 
Be it resolved by the citizens of 
Albany, in this meeting assem­ 
bled, that we are opposed to the 
, consolidation of Albany and De­ 
catur. 
- - 
Ba It Further Resolved thát 
this meeting does hereby protest 
against and condemn 
the 
said 
bill for the reasons set forth, and 
We oppose any other bill for con­ 
solidation at the present time. 
The first of the foregoing is the in­ 
itial paragraph of a long set of reso­ 
lutions, and it makes plain the pur­ 
pose of the meeting-—to defeat con­ 
solidation under any conditions. The 
second paragraph, which follows an 
attack on the Lynne bill, criticising it 
as unfair, goes even further and as­ 
serts that “we oppose any other bill 
for consolidation at this time." 
No 
m atter what the provisions of the bill 
were, no m atter how fair it might be, 
the meeting is on record as opposing 
it. 
In the past the opponents of con­ 
solidation have fought under cover. 
They have favored the merger of the 
cities under certain conditions, condi­ 
tions that would give one or the oth­ 
er an advantage. 
This cloak, how­ 
ever, has been thrown away, and from 
this time forth those who look with 
disfavor on the Greater Cjtf idea are 
out in the open. It is better that this 
is so. 


^Albany-Djpoatur P«|ily: 
Certain erroneous impressions ex­ 
ist with reference to the effect of the 
proposed consolidation bill: 
1. As under it, Albany, would have 
as many councilmen as Decatur, and, 
in addition thereto, the President of 
the Council, which last feet seems to 
be ignored by the anti-consolidation 
publications orr the subject, it would 
be impossible for Decatdf to 
bring 
about an unfair division fnto wards. 
2, 
Could the new council unjustly 
over-ride the plain provisions of the 
New Law for on equal division of the 
Consolidated City into wards without 
the active co-operation of 
Albany’s 
own cmmcilmer. 
Insinuations that 
aush power “will b¿ exercised arbitrar­ 
ily involves the councilmen. of Albany, 
without whose aid, nothing can be 
done by the New City one way or the 
Other.

As to the suggestion that the 
New Council would have the power to 
tefuse to lay off the city into wards, 
notwithstanding the law says, they 
shall do so; and forever keep them­ 
selves in office,—it may be suggested 
that the present law confides to the 
respective councils, as they now are, 
the power of providing for the hold­ 
ing of elections for their successors; 
also exclusive power to prepare bal­ 
lots, canvassing, preparing returns, 
etc. Now if they should refuse to do 
that, there would be no election, and 
they would therefore perpetuate them­ 
selves in office. 
But they would not 
defy the law by refusing to lay off 
the city into wards any more than 
they would defy the law by refusing 
to set in motion the machinery to 
provide for the election of their suc­ 
cessors.
